JXi. Hagey, prtiShtent-emzrlUts 
of Waterloo University Friday an- 
nounced his Mention to remain as 
a consultant lo the university "In 
an effort to assist in finding so- 
lutions lo problem •> whirl) art* now 
prevalent on the campus". 
In his statement, Hagcy said that 
he was convinced of a willing- 
ness on the part of nil parties 
to accept administrative and go- 
vernmental changes when such 
changes are deemed necessary. 
Hagey had met with members of 
the SGA, Senate, Faculty, and 
the Hoard in a series of meetings 
last week. 

•'As a first step In this direc- 
tion.* 1 Hagey continued, "there 
appears to l>e a general desire 
to visit other universities in the 
province where these have re- 



cently been major changes In their 

governing and administration po- 
licies," 
"I also sincerely believe that 

the problems being faced by Lau- 
rentlan are similar to problems 
that are being experienced by 
other universities, and that Lau- 
rentian Is just as capable of sol- 
ving these problems as other uni- 
versities working under similar 
conditions." 

Hagey Indicated that, although his 
expenses are being paid by the 
Department of University Affairs, 
he has no mandate from the de- 
partment or from education mi- 
nister Davis. He explicitly sla- 
ted that his position Is that of 

consultant, not mediator, and that 
ho has no power to implement cha- 
nges in the university structure.

Meanwhile, Hagey travelled to 

Toronto on Friday to advise edu- 
cation minister Davis of his de- 
cision to remain as the univer- 
sity's consultant. It is not known, 
however, how long his stay will 
k>, although, he has speculated that 

it may he brief. 

Progress reports of Hagey's ef- 
forts will be released only through 
the university's public relations 
office and only offer on decisions 
have been reached, llagey has fur- 
ther urged that all segments of 
the university community refrain 
from speaking to the tocal media, 
Indicating that reporting of events 
before decisions have been rea- 

hed may be harmful.

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An act to provide for the reform of the governing 
bodies of universities 



The following is a bill reconstructing the governing bodies of 
universities, replacing boards of governors and senates with one 
governing council. The bill was introduced in the Legislative As- 
sembly in April 1970 by Liberal education critic, Ttm Reid, and 
passed first reading. Although the chances of its passing a second 
reading are minimal, the bill represents a composition of a uni- 
cameral system worth studying. 



Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province of Ontario, 
enacts as follows; 

1. In this Act, 

a) "part-time student" means a student enrolled In 
a university for part-time attendance in a course 
leading to a degree; 

b) "university" means a university established by an 
Act of the Legislature, 

2. Notwithstanding any general or special Act, the 
governing body of every university shall be known as 
the Governing Council. 

3. - (1) The Governing Council shall consist of not 
fewer than forty-three and not more than fifty-one 

members as follows: 

1. Four members who shall be appointed by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor In Council during pleasure. 

2. The member of the Legislature and the member 
of the House of Commons of Canada in whose ri- 
ding the main administrative structures of the uni- 
versity are situate, who shall be ex officio members. 

3.The head of the council of the local municipality 
in which the main administrative structures of the 
university are situate, or a person designated by hlin. 

4. Eleven or twelve members who are professors 
or associate professors of the university who shall 
be elected every four years by the professors and 
associate professors. ; - ' ■-.*'■ 

5. Eleven or twelve members who are full-time mem- 
bers of the faculty of the university, other than pro- 
fessors and associate professors, who shall be elec- 
ted every four years by the members of the faculty 
who are ftill-time employees other than professors 
and associate professors. 

6. Six to eight members who are undergraduate, post- 
graduate and part-time students of the university 
each elected by the undergraduate, post-graduate 
and part-time students, respectively, for a term of 
one year and the number of members In each cate- 
gory shall be determined by the Governing Council 
as nearly as is practicable in the proportion of their 
enrolment In the university, except that the Govern- 
ing Council may fix an equivalent of more than one 
part-time student to one undergraduate or post- 
graduate student for the purpose, 

7. Five to seven members who shall be elected every 
four years by the graduates of the university. 

8. One or two members who are full-time employees 
on the administrative staff of the university who 
shall be elected every four years by the full-time 
employees of the administrative staff* 

9. The President of the university, who shall bean 
ex officio member, and one or two persons who shall 
be nominated by the President*

(2) The Governing Council shall determine the numbers 
of members for the purposes of paragraphs 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8 and 9 of subsection 1. 

(3) The elections for each of the categories of the 
members referred to in paragraph subsection 1 shall 
be conducted at the expense of the university by the 
student organization at the expense of the university 
by the student organization containing the largest mem- 
bership of that category of students enrolled In the 
university, and the records and facilities of the uni- 
versity shalt be made available to the student organi- 
zation conducting the election to the extent necessary 
to prepare voters' lists and conduct the elections. 

(4) The Governing Council fffi&Jf conduct the elections 
referred to In paragraphs 4, 5, 7 and 8 of subsection 1 
and the ballot for the election referred to in paragraph 

7 shall be taken by mail. 

(5) An elected member who loses his eligibility for 
election while he is in office shall vacate his office, 
and where the office of an elected member becomes 
vacant for this or any other reason before the expi- 
ration of his term, the remaining members elected 
by the same electors shall appoint a person who is 

eligible to be a candidate for election to the office to 
be a member for the remainder of the unexpired term. 



4. - (1) All meetings of the Governing Council shall be 
open to the public, except that the Governing Council 
may, by resolution, exclude any persons other than mem- 
bers of the faculty, the administrative staff or the stu- 
dent body from a meeting. 

(2) All expenditures of or liabilities incurred by a uni- 
versity shall be authorized by the Governing Council 
at a meeting of the Council sitting as a whole. 

!i* - (1) The board of governors and senate, or any 
corresponding body, of every university are dissolved* 

(2) All the powers and duties vested hi the board of 
governors and senate, or any corresponding bodies, of 
each university are- vested In the Governing Council 
established under this Act. 

6* - (1) The first elections referred to in subsection 
I of section 3 shall be conducted before the 1st day of 
November, 1970 by the board of governors of the uni- 
versity, or any corresponding body, and subject to sub- 
section 2, the provisions of this Act applying to gover- 
ning councils respecting the conduct of elections apply 
to the said board of governors for the purpose. 

(2) For the purposes of the first elections, the num- 
bers of members referred to in paragraphs 4, 5, 6, 7 
and 6 of subsection 1 of section 3 shall be either the 
minimum or the maximum member prescribed, as de- 
termined by the board of governors* 

7. Every university shall have a President appointed 
during pleasure by the Governing Council of the uni- 
versity. 

8. - (1) This Act, except sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 7, 
comes Into force on the day It receives Royal Assent, 

(2) Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 7 come into force on the 
1st day of November, 1970* 

9. This Act may be cited as The Universities Act, 
1970* 




An interview with William Shea

In, a recent Interview with Mr. William 
Sheai currently a member of the Board 
of Governors, I asked him a few ques- 
tions for Lambda* ..• 

LAMBDA 

Do you consider the recess (held Oct* , 
1st to Oct, 9th) to be legal? Elaborate. 

SHEA 

Mr* Shea said he did not consider the 
♦'strike" to be legal. He pointed out 
the fact that he is not the one who ad- 
vises the Board on their legal position. 
In fact, it was President Cloutier, he 
went on to say, who sought the legal 
advice. Accordingly, the Toronto law- 
arm. Cassels - Brock Solicitors (who 
handle legal matters for the university) 
were' asked to present their opinion on this 
question* they stated In writing that the 
strike. was illegal. Mr* Shea cited Sec- 
tions 21 and 22 of the "Act to incor- 
porate Laurentian University of Sudbury". 
In this part of the Act Senate is given 
responsibilities for "the education policy 
of the university," the expenditure of 



funds - with the approval of the board, 
the creation of faculties and accessory 
powers* However Senate Is not given 
the legal right to call a strike or a 
recess of the general student body* 

LAMBDA 
,lf the recess Is considered Illegal Is It 

possible to secure an Injunction? 

SHEA 

"The University has been advised by 
the same firm that a court order could 
be obtained whipb w.ould have the effect 
of terminating the stilko," (Since the re- 
cess was terminated voluntarily by the 
Senate* Mr. Shea feels that rq legal 
action ought to be taken.) 



LAMBDA 
Would you be in favour of a one-tiered 

system of government? If so, what would, 
in your opinion, be the composition of 
this bodv? 



SHEA 
Mr. Shea said 



he is not In favour of 



a one tiered system* Instead he favoured 
the two-tiered system outlined In the 
Duff-Berdahl report. This report titled 
"University Government In Canada" was 
the "Report of a Commission sponsored 
by the Canadian Association of Univer- 
sity Theachers and the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada." 
It was published in 1966. This report 
says that faculty and students "are the 
university." It recommends that members 
of" the Senate should be on the Board 
but they should not exceed "25 per 
cent" of the total number of Board Mem- 
bers* To quote further from the report: 
"The faculty should definetely be in a 
minority, because other-wise there would 
be a danger that the professors, being 
more vocal by nature and training than 
most lay membors of the Board, would 
tend to monopolize the discussions." 
Mr* Duff and Mr. Berdahl favour a con- 
tinuation of the Board because Board 
members are usually skilled In matters 
of finance. Incidentally, these recommen- 
dations wero based on tho British uni- 
versity systems. In Britain, faculty mem- 
bers from tho Senate are allowed to sit 
on the Board. 



LAMBDA 

Do you think Section M (c) of the. Act 
is a proper method for the appointment 
of Board Members? Should it be amen- 
ded? (Section 14 (c); "as the term of any 
member of the Board expires, such mem- 
ber is eligible for re-election or re- 
appointment.) 



SHEA 
Again Mr. Shea referred to the Duff- 
Berdahl report. It states "Boards should 
not be self perpetuating nor should mem- 
bers hold office for life*" Mr. Shea 
was eager to stress the fact that out of 
the 25 original members on the Board 
In 1960 (Including the President) only 
5 are still on the board in 1970, He 
said there is a turnover of three or 
four members a year. Therefore he feels 
that It Is hardly a self-perpetuating board*

Last Monday, Lanrentlan stud- 
tents had the opportunity to lis- 
ten to an extremely Informative 
history of the Israelis -Palestinian 

'struggle. The guest speaker was 

Rabbi Strotn . 

His summation of the 'history of 
the Jews' was* most interesting* . 
He began. by pointing but. that 
where as other,reUgtooshavet>eeu 

acquired 'by clvltoatlons whlchai- 
ready had a developed culture, 
Jodalsm:'grew oat .of the exped- 
iences of the people themselves. 
Thus, their rellgioo*as one. with 
their laws, society.,.— that is, 
their life, 'Religion' and ?naOona- 

llty* became almost as one; When 
the .Romans cooqpef ed them, they 
took their country with them Into 
exile as their religion-nationality. 
This in one of the reasons we 
see them not becoming citizens 
■in their adopted countries. The 
concept is similar to that of an 
embassy—that is, toe Jewish cou- 
ntry is wherever a Jew standing. 
Another reason for their isola- 
tion from the countries In which 
they lived is the misconception 



that the Jews killed Christ and 
most therefore suffer eternally. 
Acting on this, the 'christian* 
countries passed laws refusing 
Jews the right to own land, for- 
cing them Into ghettos away, from 
their society, limiting the heights 
of their houses, etc. It was a 
beauUfulpower trip oobothsMes- 
-one-*'we are Christians. Yco 
killed Christ; You. must suffer/- 
-and'. the other— 'We are God's 
chosen people. We don't want to 
associate, with you.' But might 
prevailed and the Jews were petv 
secuted. 

Continuing on with Rabbi Stroh— 
the problem today Is that the Jews 
- (Israelis) have regained their land 
(after WW n), but thePalestinlans 
were absorbed intolsrael and Ara- 
bia at the same time. Rabbi Stroh 
offered two solutions to the pro- 
blem; 
I - a single Israelis-Palestine 

state where toe two would live 
together— Jews, Christians, and 
Moslems; 

n - two separate states, Israel 
and Palestine, could be created 



from land taken from Israel and 

Arabia." 

However, the first solution has 
toe problem of domination of the \ 
Palestinians by the Israelis (the 
latter -Is much further advanced 

technologically). 

The second solution presents a 
situation In which Israel refuses 
to give away land (to Palestine) 
unless they know what It Is to 
be used tor (Palestine would be 
an Arabtc state). But Palestine 
wont accept terms which force 
it to become a client state of 

Israel. t* ; 

RabW Stroh feels that no solu- 
tion will work until the Israelis, 

recognise ton legitimate aspira- 
tions of the Palestinians and vice 



versa. t J 

Following his talk, the grccp had 
a chance to qaestlon the Rabbi. 
The resulting discussion became 
quite* heated. 

Stroh pointed out that no matter 
why or how the situation has or 
has not developed, no matter who 
is to blame, the fact remains that 
*e must deal with the situation as 
wb find It, deal with what is.

Jar cost47cents» more than the lar- 
ger one at Loblaws. 

As always these days, chicken is cheap, 
at about 28 cents a pound for small fresh 
ones. Capons are somewhat more, ranging 
from 42/lb. at Dominion to 65Ab. at 

Walking around the stores, it becomes 
apparent what the store managers have 
had to go through lately. At Loblaws, 
the prlcers have taken to putting paper 
tags below the shelf containing the mer- 
chandise rather than marking al> the new 
prices on the packages. Dominion mer- 



chandise had sometimes tnree or four 
■different, prices marked on it, each 
lower than the one before. 
No one knows quite how long it will last, 
but some, like Mr. Mcphee, are un- 
doubtedly hoping that Christmas or the- 
reabouts will see an end to It all, 
while others, " like the customers, for 
instance, hope it will go on forever.
